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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 43 - 45, 53, 55 - 56 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Kosemura. 

Kosemura, U.S. Patent No. 6,330,377, discloses an optical transmitting/receiving 
apparatus. As shown in Figure6, an optically active element 12a or 12b is flip-chip 
bonded to a multilayer substrate 10. The elements 12a and 1 12b are optical 
transmitting or receiving elements. In column 1 1 , beginning on line 8, the other types 
of components that can also be mounted to the substrate are described. These include 
various integrated circuits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 3. 5-10, 12-20 are allowed. 

Claims 46-52, 54, 57- 62 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art does not disclose the specific optical devices recited or that the 
printed circuit board is bonded to the substrate.
